from it bad passed. 


Dr. W, A. Phillips testified that ha 


accompanied Dr. Lewis to the hospital 
the day before Burk died. He found 
him sick with a complication of bilious 
and typhoid fever. Tho wound had 
healed and was in no way the cause of 
the sickness, but death resulted from 
the bilious typhoid fever. 


Dr. H. H. Hogan stated that he saw 


Thomas Bnrk with Dr. Lewis three or 
four days before he died. He was suf- 
fering with bilious fever. The wound 
had all healed and there was only a 
scar left to show where it had been. 
All mflamation had passed away. 


Dr. Lewis, the county physician, 


stated that he had cared for Burk on 
the night of September 21st, Dr. P. T. 
Phillips having assisted him. They re- 
placed the bowels, about two feet of 
which protruded thiough the wound in 
the left groin. He had him removed 
to the County Hospital. Burk made 
an uninterrupted lecovery from the 
wound. About ten days ago he began 
to fail and showed symptoms not oc- 
casioned by the wound. 


Tbe trouble soon developed into 


bilious typhoid conditions, from which 
he died on October 8th. His sickness 
could not bs in any way attributed to 
tho wound. 
He did not think an 


autopsy was necessary in the case, for 
three other physicians had seen the 
case and all were of the opinion that 
death was caused from the fever. 


The jury decided that death resulted 


fiom tbe effects of typhoid fever.

Home From the War. 


•• The greatest harvest reaped by tho 
principal express companies was daring 
the late war of tbe rebellion, when ev- 
erything was sent and" received by ex- 
press, no matter what the cost. Tbe 
writer of this sketch had n varied and 
sonicvtbiit tedious experience in the bnsi- 
.ness during that protracted disturbance, 
end was witness to many scenes of som- 
ber aiid many of a hnmorons character. 
These wero mostly seen in tho returns 
from the seat of war jnst after a battle. 


Sometimes after a victorious Federal 


action, cr tiio capture of a rebel town, 
the officers, as well as the men, made a 
practice of sending home trophies they 
had captured. These often were house- 
hold effects of comparatively little val- 
tie, and cost tho recipients nt home a 
large tnx for express transportation. 
Sometimes live stock was sent, consist- 
ing largely of dogs and donkeys, some- 
times n singing bird, or fowls of pecul- 
iar breed. On one occasion a stalwart 
negro fellow was received at the Boston 
office, sent by an officer who found he 
conld do nothing else with him and 
thought ho might be of nso on his farm j 
at home. The grinning darky had a card 
firmly fastened about his neck, giving 
the address where to land him, with this 
direction: "Feed and grub this nigger 
all 1 hat ho needs." 


It was sad, however, to see the 


rough boxes often piled up outside the 
ofllco containing tho remains of the 
boys in bmo sent home for burial among 
tho.Bcenes which they hud left a short 
time before for the southern battlefields. 
These relics often proved a burdensome 
cost to their bereaved families at home. 
Wo wero always glad to forward remit- 
tances of money to the oftentimes dis- 
tressed ones at home. The business 
transacted by some of the big expresses, 
Adams & Co., for instance, was of enor- 
mous proportions, and added largely to 
the wealth of many proprietors, tho ter 
rible war proving a godsend to them at 
least.—Boston Transcript.
